2. Globke said that ZECH-NPHNTWICH tried to give the impression that he 
had a source in the Bundeskanzleramt and frequently quoted both Cnancellor Adenauer 
and Olobke. In each case that such a report was checked out, it proved to be a 
complete fabrication. Per Spiegel had stated that ZECH-NHflflVICH visited Globke 
using the name of "Dr. ZAUN," but Olobke stated that he was shown a picture of 
ZECH-NENNTWICH and to the best of his knowledge he had never net the man and 

certainly had not received him in his offlce.( Confirmed that several 

reports concerning HIOOG and quoting Mr. Dowling had also proved to be complete 
fabrications. 


3. Globke and von Eckardt agreed that probably It might be a good idea 
to pool our information and proof of ZECH-NHINWIQfcjfebricatian and arrange to 
deotroy his credit with the recipients of his material.
